
The Navy Acquisition Reform Office’s new and exciting Breakout Sessions 2000 
were presented to our acquisition workforce, both government and industry, during 
a recent West Coast visit from 30 May—9 June 00.    This year’s session topics were 
selected by the Acquisition Reform representatives across the Systems Commands, 
DRPMs and PEOs.  These sessions support the ARO’s initiative to bring assistance to 
our workforce at their place of work. 

 
The sessions started on the East Coast at the Naval Sea Systems 
Command.  The West Coast sessions initiated at the Space and 
Naval Warfare Systems Command, San Diego, CA and traveled 
to the Naval Surface Warfare Center (NSWC), Port Hueneme 
Division, Port Hueneme, CA.  The Naval Warfare Assessment 
Station (NWAS), Corona, CA was the final stop. 
 

Fourteen sessions were conducted at the three locations, reaching over 500 acquisi-
tion personnel.  Several sessions were VTC’d to other Naval facilities.   Topics in-
cluded:  Knowledge Management, Total Ownership Cost, Risk Management, Logis-
tics Reform, Prime Vendor Support, DoD 5000 Rewrite, and Incorporating Acquisi-
tion Reform into Daily Work. 
 
Session leaders  from the Assistant Deputy Under Secretary of Defense (Logistics 
Architecture), the Chief of Naval Operations (N4), the DoN Chief Information Office, 
the Naval Sea Systems Command, the Acquisition Business Management Office, the 
Naval Inventory Control Point, Industry, and the Acquisition Reform Office shared 
their knowledge and experience. 
 
An added bonus to the trip included the presentation of Vice President Gore’s 
“Hammer Award” to the Mr. Alan Hatmaker, Mr. David Garcia, and Mr. Brian Black 
of the Navy-Modular Specification System (N-SPECS) team at NSWC Port Hue-
neme.
